sidering the perpetuil nature of Ruassia’s 
aggression, her tenure of Manchuria will 
certainly be followed by enterprises 
against Corea, which will surely be the 
reface to a further advance southward. 
his, it must be admitted, is a very out-

STRAITS CURRENCY. 
iene kc cammneak 
(Daily Press, 3rd July.) 

The English mail which reached the Colony 
yesterday brought some further discussion 
on the Straits currency question, The 
most important item was the announcement 
that the meeting of the Straits Settlement 
Association in London’ decided, almost 
unanimously, on the 38rd ultimo that the 
ratio to be aimed atin the projected change 
of eurrency in the Straits Settlements and 
Federated Malay States should be that of a | 
28. dollar. The difficulty in selecting a | 
ratio arises from .the danger, on the one j 
hand, of fixing it too low, in which case the 
new currency would be immediately snapped 
up ; aud, on the other hand, of fixing it too 
high, in which case it would paralyse trade. 
In favour of the 2s. dollar are the facts that 
this is the value of the Japanese yen and 
the coming Filipino peso; that it is the 
equity of the rate adoptei in Siam ; and 
that Indo-China will probably also adopt a 
2s, dollar, In an article on the subject 
the latest rumber of the London and 
China Express says :—‘‘The idea is naturally 
“that arate for the new dollar should ba 
‘fixed at a price that is not- likely to be- 
“exceeded by the market value of the silver 
“in the coin. One of the reasons that the 
“Cominittee did not mention, or rather 
“yecominend, any particular ratio, vas to 
“afford time for the inercantile community 
“to fully consider the matter, and also to 
‘see. what the course of silver was likely to 
“be. At that time—theend of last year 
“—people were talking about silver at a 
“price that meant a dollar at a sterling 
“ value of Is, 
“fair rise in value, and) we are now asked 
“to look on -the possibility of something 
“more. than: a- 2s. value to the dollar.” 
Our contemporary, however, does not look 
for the rise of silver to a price which would 
Jeopardise a 2s, dollar, and, even supposing 
that such au event appeared to be within 
ineasurable distance of accomplishment, 
presumes that ‘further legislative. enact- 
ments could be brought into force, by 
which the starvation process could be 
further resorted to and the price forced 
to, say, 2s.

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GERMAN POLICY.

No name is Letter known or respected in 

ermaby or England than that of Karn 
Buinp. The circumstances under whieh he 
left the former country and took up his 
residence. in England are such as to 
emphasize bis good intentions towards both 
countries. Though conscicutiously object- 
ing to the encroaching Imperiali-m of bis 
native land, which made his residence im- 
passive and drove him to take refage in 

ngland, he has never lost his love and 
respect for the ]'atherluud, while on the 
other his sympathies with Eugland and his 
devotion to the land of his adoption are 
equally unchallenged. When therefore 
Karu Biinp comes to the front as a peace- 
insker in the preseat-somewhat strained 
relations between the two cotntries’ his: 
remarks deserve consideration, as it is of. 
course quite possible that we have really 
misunderstood the embarrassing situation: 


in whicli Germany has found herself placed; 


‘in Central Europe as a buffer between the: 
two ambitious states of Russia on the east 
and France on the west, both possessed 
with tie demon of earth-hunger, and both, 
in that eager desire for universal sway, 
thirgting after the fertile lands of Csntral’ 
Eur pe. Such is the substance of an. 
interesting article contributed by Karu 
Brinp to the North American Review 
jfor May, aud we cay honestly assure the’ 
‘author that, as fir as his statements are 
| consonant with the facts of the case, they 
carry with them not only our individend 
sympathies but those of the entire British 
people. 

But are they consonant with the facts of 
the ense, or do they represent fairly the 
entire ground of the position? In this we 
fear we must join issue with the writer. 
Karu Burnv points out with reason that 
the increase, more especially, of Germany’s 
marine arnaments has been rendered 
necessary by the great and enhanced activity 
shown by France and Russia, bofh of whom 
are increasing their fleets at an unpre- 
cedented rate. We would be willing to 
accept the assurance and to extend to it 
our dvepest sympathy had Germany even 
made a suggestion that such was her object. 

| Unfortunately, both in season and out of

proceeded to review the facts of the case as 
revealed hy the evidence. In 18), he said, the 
family «f Linus appeared. to have sold 
a pieca of land they possessed in the New 
Territory for about 30 taels. Siuce being 
taken’ over by Great Britain, the land 
there had enormously increased ia value 
and what was not worth mnch ten years’ ago 
was worth a very great dex] now. A consider- 
ahle number of persons speculated in land, hop- 
ing for a risa in value, and in some case: owners 
might have been induced tc part with their 
land at most inadequate prices. However, if 
the owner was willing to sell it, a person 
had a right to bay it. As time went 
on aud the British New Territory became 
‘enhanced ‘in value this family doubtless 
| thought whut fools thay had been to part 
with their land for so small an amount. 
In 1895 one of the family while looking over 
some deeds found an old deed referring to this 
property that had been sold. What she ought 
to have done with it was to have taken it to the 
recent purchasers ‘and handed it ever to them. 
But Chinese-like, the woman having got hold 
of this old deed began to thiuk how she could 
derive soma benefit from it. 80 on 19th 
January, 1901, they found the Laus coming 
before the Land Court and making a claim for 
this very land they were said to have sold in 
1892. On the same day that they made this 
claim. and on the strength of the expectation 
that one f would wih it, they sold the property 
a s-cond time through he deféndant for $4,000, 
<f which, it was said, $2.000 was actna'y paid 
down. In the meantime the claim took a long 
to consider ; and it was when it came before the 
Land Court in November, 1902. that the 
evidence was given that the Laus had not sold 
the land in 1892 and that the sale was a forgery. 
The great thing for the jury to consider was— 
Did the defendant know of that sale in 1 92? 
The jury retired to consider their verdict 
and when they returned into Court, the Fore- 
man stated that they had come toa decision by 
4103. : 
H's Lordsbip told them that they must find 
a verdict: by a majority of not less than 5 to 2. 
They must retire again and try to come to auch 
a verdict ; if not, the case would have to be 
ried over ugain. 
After an absence of sone minutes, the jury 
found the prisoner not guilty by 5 to 2. 
The pris.ner was discharged. 
The Court adjourned.
